There are hundreds of farms 
in the central and, y es, all over the 
state, th a t would be greatly imp roved 
if dairy ing was followed more exten­ 
sively . 
T he market for Illinois dairy 
p roducts is established and the demand 
p ractically unlimited. 
We 
are all 
coming 
to a 
conclusion 
th a t farm­ 
ing along one line, 
and esp ecially 
that in which we p roduce to sell in the 
raw state, does not p ay . 
Diversified 
farming, th a t in which we branch out 
into more channels, by means of which 
we can make larger p rofits, is the bot- 
ter: such as those in which we feed 
! our p roduce for some p roduct th a t we j 
| can Hell to a bettor advantage and re- ; 


j reive gre ater p rofits from. 
This is the ! 
I aim of every farmer, ami we must turn 
our thoughts toward this change. T he j 
y oung men who are becoming tired <>f 
farm life do not become so from the 
I 
hard work. 
It is from the work which 
seems to y ield very small p rofits for the 
amount of work done. 
No one can a t­ 
tain » success and p rosp erity in this 
world today unless he works,and works 
| hard. 
Not only with the muscular 
I forces, but vrith the reasoning p owers 
must much be foreseen 
and 
done. 
There is certainly p lenty of work, but 
i not necessarily hard, burdensome wor k 
! in dairy ing. 
With y oung men who are willing to 
work and who are cap able of attending 
j 
strictly to business, there is today no I 
better occup ation and none more p rof­ 
itable than dairy ing. 
Therefore, why 
should y oung men not turn toward this! 
imp ortant industry , and fathers esp ec­ 
ially endeavor to interest their sons in 
the dairy . 
Dairy ing today is doing j 
more to advance the farming districts 
j 
than any other branch. 
Those ho on - ! 
gigged must keep abreast 
with Lhe j 
time» . 
Constant« investigation 
and 
close attention must be maintained in 
cvji y p art to seen re success. 
If farm- 1 
ers find th at this p ay s in dairy ing, 
they will soon see that it can be p rofit­ 
ably ap p lied to all dep artments of the! 
farm. 
Exchange ideas with y our fel 


m atter what the m arket may be. 
One 
of the greatest drawbacks in the dairv 
industries today « is the p oor quality 
th at p eop le p roduce, 
ft is « the great 
cause of so much cheap butter t h a t y ou 
hear about. 
Produce a good article 
and y ou can receive a good honest 
p rice. 
W e have been selling milk to 
the Anglo-Swiss*Condensing factory of 
Dixon for nearly eight y ears. 
Our 
breeds of cows are all what m igh t be 
called native cows. 
T he rnajoriy . of 
our cow s come from Iowa. 
Few 
Hol­ 
stein« and no Jersey * are found. 
T he 
Holstein» though great milkers do not 
come up to the standard of quality and 
hence the factory objects, and they do 
not last long enough, very much dissat­ 
isfaction being found with them. 
7’he 
Jersey is strictly a butter cow. though 
of gre at p rofit to the romp any , of no 
more to us than the common grade. 
We sell milk by the 100 p ounds. 
A 
cross >f the Durham and native cows 
with I lolstein sires have given excellent 
ri stilts. 
Here is one of the most im­ 
p ortant p oints in dairy ing, the getting 
o f good milch t ows. 
W e believe the 
cheap est and best is to raise y our own. 
The farmers about Dixon claim th a t 
the buy ing of cows from strangers is 
about as certain of surety as investing 
in a lottery . 
Study the characteristic of a p erfect 
cow, obtain the best y ou can and in 
breeding be sure of the record of the 
sire. 
Here is where much dep ends, no 
matter w hat the quality of the cow. 
Rreed for neatly built cows, with large 
j food cap acity . 
See th a t the udder is 
square, broad in the rear and t h a t the 
front and hind p arts of it are develop ­ 
ed alike. 
Teats not too close together 
and thinly haired udder. 
Give us the 
cow« th a t is thin across the throat with 
neat and not overly large head. 
Look 
for a p oor milker with a steer head. 
These p oints we have obtained from 
our p ast exp erience; it is none too true 
th a t many of*y ou older men know these 
fully , but I am talking more esp ecially 
to the y oung farmers 
In raising y our 
own cows train them carefully , be 
gentle and give the heifers good warm 
quarters. 
When first fresh, milk them 
as long as they will give milk, do not 
try to dry them up *when t he tlow be­ 
comes small. 
Try to have them hold 
out as long 
a s they will. 
It is the « cow 
that holds out and not the one th a t 
Hows out at the start, then soon d e ­ 


c r e a s e s , th a t is the most p rofitable. 
Milk as quickly as y ou can. 
Avoid 
loud talking or any thing th a t may 
cause a cow to become frightened, as 
no anim al’s nervous sy stem is 
more 
easily excited than the cow’s. 
Such shocks or any severe treatm ent 
will very soon show its eff *ets by a de- 
> ¡reate in the tlow of milk 
Do not de­ 
p end too much on others, see to the 
work p ersonally , it is a confining work 
but it is the only way to succeed in the 
business. 
Cows need all the kindness 
y ou can give them, 
They require) 
warm, well ventilated and freely ligh t-1 
ed stables. 
Have things arranged as I 


more than p atrons of the condenser*. 
Farmers, educate y our sons in « this 
branch of the farm and see what the 
result- will be. 
They may fail at first, 
but if good energy and p lenty of p ush 
is u*ed, success will crown their effort» . 
You can make y our cows y ield y ou a 
line income, where p erhap s today it is 
small. 
Our farmers are al 1 doing well: 
some doing better, of course, than oth ­ 
ers: the highest, I believe, has an aver­ 
age of $75 p er head p er y ear. 
One of 
our neighbors with a small herd of 


J e r s e y s by selling by contract to city 
p atrons has received from some of her 
cows 
$30 p er head. 
Young men. can 
y ou not develop y ourselves into dairy ­ 
men and do as well? 
You certainly 
can if y ou try . 
Keep none but the 
best, test y our herd, find and sell the 
p oor ones; a p oor cow is d ea r at any 
p rice. 
She requires as much ca re and 
consume» as much feed as a first class 
one. 
Do not try to p ractice the so-called 
economy of feeding old cows; it will not 
p ay . 
Know what y ou feed, how much, j 
and if p roducing a loss or gain. 
Good 
j 
care and judgment in securing stock is f 
one great essential. 
Cows exp osed to 
wet weather, cold wind and rain will 
not y ield p rofits. 
W arm ed w a ter is of 
great imp ortance.

New ideas and new methods are con­ 
stantly being formed, tested anil given 
out for the use of the p ublic, and no­ 
where are they being brought out more

Tin choosing cow,* for a dairy , much 
dep ends up on the results aimed for, 
whether for city delivery , creamery , 
ondensing factory , butter or cheese, 
ows for condenser or city market 
must aim for quality as well' as quan­ 
tity . 


1 here is never any thing made or 
j gained in g elling low testing milk no 


above all keep y our barns clean, floors 
or mangers free from accumulations 
th at might breed disease. 
W h e re it is 
p os-ible we have found th a t hauling 
the drop p ings to and sp reading up on 
the field daily as tak« *n from the barn 
to he of gre at advantage. It keep s the 
y ards cleaner and it does not require as 
much 
time in the sp ring to haul. 
W here cut or shredded corn fodder is 
fed, the refuse after the cows have 
eaten all they wish is the best bedding 
obtainable. 
It absorbs all the liquids 
and keep s cows much cleaner. 
It is 
very much easier to sp read in the field 
and can be done much more evenly . 
I W e can readily say from exp erience 
| th a t it p ay s to cut or shred fodder if 
i for bedding only , to say nothing of the 
convenience of handling for feed. The 
idea that is advanced by many that 
y ou can get cattle to eat more of the 
j fo lder by cutting or shredding is er- 
! onous. They can be« starved to do it,but 
y ou will lose more than y ou ever gained. 
They will not eat it if any thing else is 
| obtainable. 
The woody 
fibre 
wa* 
never intended for food. 
In grain 
feeding many ideas are advanced. 
In 
all our trials, and wo have tried nearly j 
all, we find th a t corn and oats fresh 
1 
ground, half and half, and fed is the 
best. 
Bran can be fed with p rofit at 
times and should, wo believe, be fed if 
feeding all corn fodder, in order to 
more equally balance the ration. 
Hut 
the aim should 
ho to feed what 
y ou 
raise on the farm. 
In stovers corn 
fodder of good quality , 
fresh 
and 
bright, is one of the best feeds. 
It can­ 
not give the results obtained from 
good 
clover hay . 
Hut so much clover hay is 
of p oor quality th a t it will equal and 
many times surp ass it. 
Feed as much 
rough feed as a cow can eat up reason­ 
ably clean, but in feeding meal y our 
own judgment must dictate, according 
to the cow and results obtained. 
Feed­ 
ing for butter and for selling milk are 
nearly , if not exactly alike. 
We must

Give y oung men on the farm all the 
encouragement y ou can. 
is it not the 
one who p ractices diversified farming 
who will make the most from it? 
Iowa 
farmers told me two th a t y ears i and the 
same was true last y ear and also this 
winter,) they could not sell their cows, 
as farm p roduce was so low in p rice that 
all the revenue they had was fromtheir 
few cows. 
( ows today are selling at 
the Dixon cow sales for $46 to $50 p er 
head for good average cows and then 
y ou run all tho risk th a t y ou care to do, 
as they are liable to p rove defective 
somewhere. 
Would not the raising of 
cows be nearly , if not more p rofitable, 
than t h a t of raising so many steers? 
Many of the dairy men are raising their 
own cows from calves of the best stock. 
Dairy ing will not only build up the 
farm but will increase the valuation of 
farm p rop erty greatly . 
Inclosing I wish to say , attend the 
dairy school at the state university , 
learn all the requirements, and then, 
y oung men,go to work and s ta rt a thor­ 
ough dairy : tnough small at first y ou 
can soon increase and y ou will find one 
of the most p rofitable and substantial 
branches of farm work. Fathers, inter­ 
est y ourselves in it and it wfll p rove a 
lasting benefit to the y oung men and 
the farm.

Mr. W. K. Dodge, one of New York s 
most enterprising 
and

b usiness men, was a delegate from the 
New York cham b er of commerce to the 
b usiness m e n ’« sound

tion which met recently at Indianapolis. 
He was a m em b er of the executive coin 
mittee of tla* Indianapolis convention. 
A short tim e after h* was chairm an of 
the arb itration com m ittee at W ashing­ 
ton. In b oth capacities he had excellent 
opportunities for 
m eeting representa 
lives from different states. 
The follow ­ 
ing is a part of liis som ew hat rem ark­ 
ab le. speech b efore tin* chanilwr of com 
mere» * w hen sub mitting* his r* port of ill« 


I n d i a n a p o l i s m onetary convention: 
“ I was surprised, sir, to tind the ih 
serf ion m ade constantly b y men from 
the far wt stern states and the south and 
southwestern states that it was not Mr. 
Bryan and it w as not silver that they 
were in favor of, hut they needed some 
c ha n ge to b ring relief from the terrib le 
condition of poverty and scarcity of 
money under w hich they lab ored. They 
felt that their condition was so extrem e 
and so painful that any change would 
la* of value, and when I came to look 
into th*- m a tter and to talk in a friendly 
and kindly w ay w ith them they all 
confirmed tin* sam e feeling, which I had 
found at it long conversation in the 
treasuiy departm ent, 
in 
Washington, 
tha t tlie circulation of the country is 
quite out, of joint, that the lungs and 
heart are congested and tha t the ex 
trem ities of the country are ahsolut* ly 
w ithout any b lood. 
“ I found t hat there were great seel ions 
of the southern and western country 
when* there was ab solutely no money at 
all, w here the most prim itive forms ot 
b arter ob tained, where « v* rything was 
most disorganized. < >n< gentlem an told 
me that in his county, w hich was quite 
a rich agricultural country, b y some 
.happy accident a $50 b ank b ill had 
com edow n into the county, and that lie 
had taken a horse and b uggy and spont 
four days in visit ng all the towns in 
the county striving to g< t il changt d 
into sm aller b ills, b ut had b een unab le 
to do so, and finally was ob liged to semi 
it to Richmond. 
There were senators 
w ho told 
m*' that their constituents 
never saw a dollar of money from the 
b eginning of I he year to the end, \xitl 
the result that th* > hud constantly to g< 
into deb t to the local storekeepers. 
'I'h< 
local storekeepers received their pay in 
kind. 
In fa d , everything was driftin g 
b ack to the old times b efore money was 
invented. 
I his was not in one section of 
the country only, b ut in large sections, 
“ We can quite easily understand that 
when* tla re is not sufficient money to 
estab lish 
a national b ank under the 
very out runs laws at pr< sent in force 
there is nothing else to take the place. 
T he same difficulty has come up in other 
parts of the world. In A ustria and Hun 
gary, in southern ( ierm any and in south 
ern France these difficulties were under­ 
stood and appreciated years ago, and 
agricultural b anks have b een founded 
there, and they have doub led the value 
of real «‘state, and they have made th** 
peasantry and tlte farm ers 
rich and 
prosperous. 
“ The same thing has taken place in 
Scotland, as many of our friends know. 
Every town in Scot land w ith over 1,000 
people has a b ranch b ank of some one of 
t hogreat .b anks of E« 1 inb urgh or Glasgow. 
A man of good character w ho w ants to 
tit out a fishing smack or b uy anything 
for his farm is ab le to go there, and if 
his credit is good he is ab le to b orrow* 
money as cheaply as any m erchant could. 
It has a doub le effect. 
It is not only 
giving tot hose neighb orhoods the money 
that they actually need, b ut it is edu 
eating th« * people m thrift and prompt 
ness. 
I have talked w ith a great m any 
of my b anking friends, w ho say that the 
whole thing depends upon the character 
of the people; that the jteople art* sjtecu- 
lutive and that nothing can Is* done for 
them 
My impression is that if some 
thoughtful plan could b e suggested it 
warn Id l» e quite jwtsMihle to educate all 
th*« agricultural people of the country to 
understand that a m an w ho is thrifty 
and honest and sob er and prom pt can al 
ways in some way get some money. 
It 
is a very hard thing— we do not under 
-tand if at all here b ecause xve have so 
much money moving am ong us—b ut if 
ever}' tim e we went to a store we were 
nimb i« to b uy anything except on credit, 
if w* had no money to pay down to e n ­ 
ab le ib to reap tla* advantages of cash 
payments, w<* shotjld b egin to b e fretful. 
1 do hope, sir, that Hie thoughtful and 
good men of the north ami east will b e 
w illing to take up this sub ject. 
“ It was b rought out at the Indian 
apolisconvention that after the first sad, 
serious m istake made necessary b y tin* 
exigence s of the civ il w ar vve had gone 
on w ith m akeshifts ever since. 
One b it 
of lcgislat it ij! nec» *ssa.ry to b ridg« * us over 
a particular crisis has b een met w ith 
another. 
\V itli every issue of b onds ami 
«>f greenb acks, and w ith every other 
form of currency, legislative enactm ents 
have b een made, and they contradict 
and overlap each other, and the b usiness 
of tin* treasury i«. exee« *« lingly hard and 
difficult. 
“ I came away from Indianapolis w ith 
this very firm impression, ami I have 
only ventured to sub mit it Us uiis« * 1 feel 
it so dc ply that utlegs those of us in 
Lite more favored parts of the country 
understand tin* condition of our b rothers 
and our fellow citizens in the other 
p. is of the country, unless vve wisely 
instruct and educate them and b ring 
a' out some wise methods for their re ­ 
lief, when the year 
19 00 comes vve 
shall b e swamjted with an infinitely 
more powerful vote against us than d ur ­ 
ing tliis Rat election.’’

On March 1 it w as cab led from Yoko 
b am a that Ja pa n had decided to adopt 
the gold standard at a ratio of 82 ! 
to 
1, th» * n« *w standard to go into op« ration 
in < letob cr. 
T his act, on tup of m any previous 
ones, moves Ja pa n completely out of tla* 
ranks of t la* semi-civilized and into thus« * 
of civilized and progressive nations. 
It 
was not taken hastily, b ut after two 
years’ consideration of an exhaustive re ­ 
port made b y tla* Japanese currency 
commission, appointed in 189 8. 
This commission found that, while 
certain capitalists, e s p e c i a l l y tla»**«* cm 
ploying many lab orers, were b enefited 
b y 
th** fallin g 
silver 
standard, the 
w age earners wen* injured from 
the 
fact that their wages did not rise as 
fast as did the prices of 
vvliat they 
had to b uy. 
T he report pointed out 
w hat every rational 
trader ought to 
know — that a silver standard country 
can trad« * and tró mpete w ith gold -land 
art I « •onntries only after paying the loss 
mi exchange in foreign trade. However, 
as the greater part « it J a p a n ’s trad« 'w as 
w ith < lima and India, til« * t w « » c o un t n *- 
of Asia still using th« * silver standard, 
fin* disadvantage on this account 
not consider« . «1 great. 
Tie* sil veri tes have lost w ith Jarían 
some of their lu st eapit il. 
Of oon>* 
they w ill t« *ll us how “ B ritish eoi« i" 
was used to b rib e tin* govenm i 
; into 
b etraying its people into th* huíais of 
the money power. 
They cannot, how

The A m erican A griculturist, one of 
the leading farm journals of this coun­ 
try, has b een run n in g a series of excel­ 
lent editorials on the sub ject of credit 
b anks for the b enefit of farmers. One of 
the first, in the issue of Nov. 21, 189 9 . 
discussed the agricultural credit b anks 
of E ngland. It attracted considerab le at - 
tention, and the G range an<l F a rm e rs’ 
A lliance in several states are seriously 
considering a trial of the system tin ro 
outlined. 
A recent, editorial showed some of the 
b enefits of th« * Scotch credit b anks w hich 
loan sm all am ounts to b orrowers w ith­ 
out collateral, b ut w ho can giv« * at least 
two good sureties. 
By this m eans a c a ­ 
pab le and trustw orthy young m an can 
ob tain a few hundred dollars, a t a m od­ 
erate rat« * of interest, w ith w hich to 
stock a farm w hich he has just b ought. 
He does not have to pay interest on a 
dollar m ore than he actually use.« and 
at a n y tim e can re turn any part of w hat 
is b orrow ed and stop interest on the part 
returned. D un ning Macleod, a great a u­ 
thority upon b anking, says tha t this sys­ 
tem, introduced years ago, gave Scot­ 
tish a griculture a prodigious stim ulus, 
w hile to it also h«» attrib utes th« * m a r­ 
velous developm ent of 
m anufactures 
and other iii<lustri« *.s iu Scotland in the 
faceof adverse n a tura l conditions. M ac­ 
leod declares that the us« * of this form 
of credit lias b een m ore helpful to Scot­ 
land tha t th« * richest gold or silver m ines 
w ould have b «*« *u. 
T he A griculturist then describ ed the 
special b °n« ‘flts of the b ranch b anks of 
Scotland and Canada. Ten Scotch b anks 
have 1,000 b ranches. 
Each littl« * tow n 
when* th« re is an agent of one of these 
ten b anks has practically the same b a n k ­ 
ing privileges as though the he ad quar­ 
ters of tlx* b ank w ire in tlu* town, 
whereas the A m erican tow n ’s facility's 
are eon fined to the little b ank located 
in its midst, or, men* 1 ik« ly, in a larger 
town, village or city 10 or 20 miles 
away, for it is often 50 and som etim es 
100 miles from points in tli south and 
w« st to the nearest b ank. 
We quote the follow ing from on« * oi 
tlx* m ore r« *e* nt «’ditorials in The Agri 
culturist: 
“ The agric ultural credit b ank 
de- 
serib « *« l in our previous article, or our 
own very su« *c« *ssful <*«« -operative b uild 
ing and 1« an associations, m ight also« .*- 
tab lish b ranches « *r agencies.

operatiou in all its forms, stim ulated 
thrift an d self help and im proved tlx* 
whole m oral and m aterial condition ol 
their m emb ers. ’ 
The ne« *« ! is certainly 
urgent for sim ilar «‘ff’ort at s« *lf help in 
very m any fa n n in g com m unities in this 
country as w ell as am ong w orkers in 
other occupations.

U ndo ubtedly the needs fo r currency 
in the U nited States change abo ut as 
much as in Canada, but the co st o f buy 
ing bo nds at a high premium o n w hich 
no tes cun be issued o nly to 90 per cent 
o f their par value, tin* red tape neces­ 
sary to o btain these no tes fro m the go v 
em inent and 
the tax o n circulatio n 
m ake a delay and co st in increasing the 
circulatio n w hich 
practically pro hibit 
an increase until the need fo r such in 
crease is past. 
Therefo re interest rates 
in this co untry run up rapidly in A u­ 
gust and September w itho ut appreciably 
affecting the supply o f currency. 
In Sco tland and Canada the m achinery 
necessary to increase the supply o f cur­ 
rency is sim ple and is entirely in the 
hands o f the banks; hence the co st and 
delay necessary are much less than w ith 
us. 
Thus in Canada a few big banks 
w ith numero us “ branch banks” supply 
all parts o f the co untry w ith currency. 
When mo re mo ney is needed in any 
pro vince — as in Manito ba when the 
w heat cro p is being harvested— rates o f 
interest begin to rise. The pro fits o f sup­ 
plying currency in this pro vince are in­ 
creased,and im m ediately additio nal sup 
p lies o f currency are sent fro m the big 
banks in M o ntreal, Quebec o r To ro nto 
to their branch banks in Manito ba. Thus 
the co st o f m o ving the cro ps is much 
lo w er in Canada than in the United 
States, where rates o f interest go up and 
do wn w itho ut m aterially changing the 
supply o f currency. Of co urse the farm ­ 
ers, thro ugh increased co m petitio n o f 
bidders, who o btain plenty o f mo ney at 
lo w rates o f interest and can affo rd to 
pay high prices, reap mo st o f the benefit. 
There are o ther advantages co nnected 
w ith “ branch banks” w hich it is un­ 
necessary to ex plain here. It is sufficient 
to say that in Canada there is no silver 
qu stio n to disturb business and o ccupy 
the tim e o f po liticians and legislato rs. 
It is no t lib d y that w e w ill have finan­ 
cial peace u ntil w e greatly impr ive o ur 
banking and currency systems. 


M r. B ryan o n E quality. 
In his speech at N ew Yo rk o n Feb. 26 
Mr. Bryan said: “ If any perso n believes 
a go vernm ent sho uld single o ut a few 
peo ple and give them advantages o ver 
o thers, he do es no t understand equality 
under the law. ” 
T his is very true. But, in dem anding 
that silver m ine o wners be perm itted to 
take 50 cents’ wo rth o f bullio n to the 
treasury and have it stamped as # 
1, is 
no t Mr. Bryan advo cating the very in ­ 
equality under the law w hich he re­ 
bukes? Wo uld no t free co inage o f silver 
at a fictitio us ratio be to “ single o ut a 
few peo ple and give them advantages 
o ver o thers? ” The o wners o f silver bul 
lio n in this co untry are very few indeed. 
A gain Mr. Bryan says, “ No just go v­ 
ernm ent o ught ti) enable o r perm it o ne 
citizen to injure ano ther c itizen .” 
True. But wo uld no t the go vernment 
do this if it enabled o ne class o f citizens, 
the debto rs, to discharge their o bliga 
tio ns to ano ther class, the credito rs, in 
do llars wo rth o nly half as much as were 
the do llars lo aned? If the go vernment 
w ere to make wampum o r co nch shells 
legal tender fo r the paym ent o f debt, 
wo uld it no t enable o ne class o f citizens 
to injure ano ther class? And wo uld it 
no t do the same in depreciating the cur­ 
rency o f the co untry to a 50 cent basis?

A ll pro po sitio ns fo r the retirem ent o f 
the legal tenders and the abo litio n o f 
the treasury reserve as a feature o f o ur 
currency system are co upled w ith tlx* 
dem and fo r a banking system that wo uld 
affo rd a large no te circulatio n, o ne mo re 
respo nsive to the fluctuating dem ands o f 
business and o ne who se reserve wo uld he 
m aintained by banks w hich w o uld be 
co m pelled by the co nditio ns o f their 
ex istence and by law to pro tect their 
no tes, and which, thro ugh their disco unt 
business, have the necessary machinery 
fo r increasing their reserves o r decreas­ 
ing their liabilities. Such a banking sys­ 
tem wo uld pro vide the paper currency 
w hich the Am erican peo ple wo uld rather 
handle in their daily transactio ns and 
carry abo ut as po cket mo ney than specie 
— Iro n Age.

The Dem o crats o f Rho de Island w ill, 
it is said, igno re the currency questio n 
in their co m ing state co nventio n.

Such is Ambir, w hieh in architectural 
beauty, in stateliness and in the lo veli­ 
ness w ith 
w hich nature has supple­ 
m ented art and art nature, surpasses ev­ 
ery o ther city in the o ld wo rld. A m ix ­ 
ture o f the ro mantic and the m ysterio us 
takes po ssessio n o f the to urist who gazes 
fo r the first tim e upo n this deserted city. 
He feels tempted to ask him self whether, 
after all, it is no t a mere phanto m o f 
the “ Arabian N ig h ts,” and whether, 
like a seco nd calendar, he has co me to 
disturb the silence o f this sleeping m e­ 
tro po lis and 
to bring to light so me 
frightful m ystery. The palace in partic­ 
ular has 
a supernatural appearance, 
w ith its marble turrets that have the 
yello w ish tint o f ivo ry and its lo fty 
w alls that are o rnamented w ith gilded 
balco nies. 
In spite o f the impressio n w hich pre­ 
vails w idely that there is so me mystery 
co nnected w ith the desertio n o f Ambir, 
o nce the capital o f Rajpo utamt, yet its 
abando nment w as so lely and entirely 
due to a piece o f capricio us despo tism 
o n the part o f K ing J ey Sing II, who 
reigned at Ambir so m e 290 years ago , 
and w ho is famo us in o riental histo ry 
as the greatest astro no mer that India 
has ever kno wn. 
Hu to o k it into his 
head that Am bir, inclo sed in the valley 
o f the K alikho m o untains, w as incapable 
o f develo pm ent o r ex tensio n; that it was 
to o inaccessible, and that it was unwo r­ 
thy o f the grandeur o f his kingdo m. Ac 
co rdingly he planned and built a new 
capital so me eight o r ten m iles lo wer 
do wn and gave it the nam e o f J aipur. 
As so o n as he had co m pleted his task lie 
co mmanded the 
entire po pulatio n o f 
Am bir to abando n their ho mes and to 
take uj) their residence in J aipur. 
No 
o ne was perm itted to rem ain behind, and 
thus it happens that to day the great 
city o f Ambir, which, fo unded in the 
first century o f the Christian era, was so 
m agnificently built that no ne o f its pal 
aces o r public buildings have yet fallen 
into ruin o r decay, is to day tenanted 
o nly by m yriads o f m o nkeys, w h ile here 
o r there, a naked fakir, win has co i ie to 
pray at o ne o f the shrines w hich abo und 
o n the sho res o f the lake, may be seen 
bathing in its so mber waters. 
The ro yal palace is 100 feet abo ve the 
level o f the lake. 
B ut the sto ne but 
tresses w hich suppo rt the sides o f the 
green h ill upo n w hich it stands descend 
perpendicularly into the w ater and lo o k 
like a co ntinuatio n o f the castle w alls, 
w hich are built ex actly o ver them , thus 
m aking the fro ntage appear mo re than 
200 feet high. The principal gatew ay o f 
the palace, kno wn as the “ so eve” gate, 
is ackno wledged to be o ne o f the mo st 
beautiful wo rks o f art in India.

in all India. They arc carved o ut o f sin ­ 
gle slabs o f marble and tire so delicate­ 
ly finished that at a sho rt distance they 
resem ble transparent m uslin curtains.

o riental sculpture. 
In the center o f the 
city there is a Lingan placed iu a basin 
w hich is filled by a spring o f wafer. An 
ancient pro phecy declares that when the 
Lingan i- co vered by tlx* w ater Am bir 
w ill disappear. 
There are o nly a few 
inches no w visible abo ve the surface, 
and the Brahman 
priests at J aipur, 
w ho perio dically vi-di the tem ple o f 
Mahades, are serio usly alarmed co ncern­ 
ing tlx* co nditio n o f affairs, since any 
disaster that o vertakes Am bir is likely 
at tlx* same tim e to o verwhelm J aipur, 
w hich is, so to speak, at tlx* entrance o f 
the valley .— N ew Yo rk Tribune.
